REMARKS 

1 ; The Examiner has objected to the accuracy of the description for Figure 2, stating that the 
figure shows a cross-sectional view of the invention, rather than just the housing. However, the . 
cross-sectional view does not show the tumbler 21, release member 29, push-button 27, or spring 
60. The view merely shows the housing holes and openings, as well as cross-hatching for the 
housing walls that were theoretically sliced by the viewing plane. As such, it is in fact simply a 
cross-sectional view of the housing. Figure 27 is a true cross-section through the invention and is 
labeled as such. 

2. The examiner further objected to the description of Figure 6. The description has been 
appropriately modified. 

3. The examiner objected to claims 2, 16, and 21. Those claims have been cancelled. 

4. The examiner rejected claims 1-4, 9, and 14-29 based upon 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite with regard to the claimed subject matter. The remaining claims have been 
rewritten to more distinctly state the subject matter which the applicant regards as the invention. 
In addition, claims 32-46 have been added. 

CONCLUSION 

For the foregoing reasons, the application should be in condition for allowance.
